Ready Report 


About Earth 


A ctu al Geographic 
Bulges O f W o rld Eyed 
In Long Exam ination 


COLUM BUS. Ohio IT'—A group 
of scientists here is almost ready 
to report on what shape the world 
is in—geographically, that is. 
Preliminary details on Earth’s 
shape may be available in a few 
months. When the scientists finish 
their project — perhaps in two 
years — they hope to produce a 
map showing the shape of Earth 
accurately for the first time. 
The 
project 
has 
already 
cost 
about $284,000 over a period of 
several years. 
Why 
so 
much 
money? 
Most 
of us are content with the old 
world the way Columbus found it—- 
round. But with the arrival of the 
era of high 
speed 
aircraft 
and 
guided missiles, say the Ohio State 
University scientists, it is becom­ 
ing 
increasingly 
important 
for 
mapmakers, navigators and others 
to know the exact shape of Earth. 
Roughly ellipsoid like a pump­ 
kin, Earth bulges at the equator 
and is flattened slightly at the 
poles. 
The trouble is. Earth isn’t even 
a good ellipsoid. There are irreg­ 
ularities — called undulations—in 
the surface at sea level. Tile un­ 
dulations form large, uneven areas 
and it is these irregularities in 
which the Mapping and Charting 
Research Laboratory of the uni­ 
versity’s' research 
foundation 
is 
particularly interested. The undul­ 
ations will be mapped—af least in 
part—for the first time. 
This new’ addition to man’s know­ 
ledge 
of 
the 
planet 
on 
which 
he lives will stem from an idea 
first advanced more than a cen­ 
tury 
ago— the 
idea 
that gravity 
measurements 
could 
help deter­ 
mine the shape of Earth at sea 
level. 
But, 
says 
Dr. 
Paul 
M. 
Pepper, director of the OSU labor­ 
atory, only recently has equipment 
been developed permitting fast, ac­ 
curate gravity readings by means 
of easily portable devices. 
What does gravity have to do 
with it? The force of gravity de­ 
creases 
with 
distance 
from 
the 
center of the earth. If earth were 
a perfect sphere, all points would 
be equally distant from the cen­ 
ter, and all would give the same 
gravity r e a d i n g . The scientist 
knows what the gravity pull ought 
to be at a certain point. Devia­ 
tions in. gravity readings can be 
used to calculate the “ slope” of 
earth at various points.

NEW YORK W — Shipment of 
American 
tanks to the troubled 
Middle East adds one m on 'vo:»y 
for the executives of America's 
far-flung oil empires. 
Some of the richest foreign hold- j 
ings by American capital lie in 
the oil bearing region. Political un­ 
rest won't m ake their management 
problems any light. 
Complications include the Ameri­ 
can governm ent’s anxiety lest the 
huge oil reserves fall into Soviet 
hands: the pressure on the oil com­ 
panies by the Arabian rulers to 
pump lots of oil now so there will 
be royalties to spend; and the poli­ 
tical pressure here at home pushed 
by domestic crude oil producers 
to 
halt 
the 
increasing 
flow 
of 
foreign oil to these shores and to 
go slow on Middle East expansion. 
Oil imports increased 18 per cent 
last year, while domestic output 
was going up 7 per cent. Total 
consumption here went up 8 per 
y cent for the biggest gain in five 
years. 
This helped the oil industry to 
add even more impressively to its 
profits. The first 20 oil companies 
to report their net income after 
taxes in 1955 show a total of $1,- 
317,878,313, a 16 per cent increase 
over the 1954 total of same com­ 
panies of $1,134,872,946. 
The outlook for 1956 is bright. 
In January dem and was running 
8 per cent ahead of booming 1955.

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RELIEF AIRLIFT 
U. S. AIR FORCE planes are to be used 
to take relief supplies to Italian villages 
snowbound and beleaguered in Europe’s 
worst winter weather of a century. 
This is an instance where no American 
should object to using tax money abroad. 
It is a chance for building a tremendous 
amount of good will toward this country. 
The U. S. has spent billions on top of bil­ 
lions in the postwar period in Europe. 
Sometimes the money has made friends 
and sometimes it hasn’t. 
There is reason to believe that demon­ 
strations of American sympathy and suc­ 
cor for people in trouble in other nations— 
such as a relief airlift—do more good than 
all the dollars spent on military and eco­ 
nomic aid. 
r 
Years ago Americans earned the reputa­ 
tion of being open-handed with relief and 
help to peoples in times of trouble. In those 
days the help was given without “ strings” 
attached. In the postwar period, justly or 
unjustly, this country became suspect be­ 
cause its aid— though in much g r e a t e r 
amounts—was given for a purpose, that of 
urging its friends to arm against commu­ 
nism. 
The U. S. is wise to use every opportun­ 
ity to do good work abroad without openly 
talking of what it will get this country in 
return. 


UNPOPULAR TAX 
GOVERNOR J. Bracken Lee of Utah is 
striking a popular chord when he advo­ 
cates a repeal of the income tax laws. As 
he explains, this would get the “federal 
government's hands out of our pockets,” 
That is exactly how the average citizen 
feels about income taxes. That the govern­ 
ment has its hands in his pockets continu­ 
ously. 
Property taxes are due once a year, and 
while constantly rising, at least they are 
paid and forgotten until a year has elapsed 
But not so with income levies. 
To wage earners, the income taxes are 
a weekly occurrence. Take-home pay suf­ 
fers week after week, until it becomes in 
many cases a severe burden. It is doubt­ 
ful if government expenditures, federal or 
local, would have been boosted to their 
present astronomical levels except for the 
invention of the income tax. 
The bite income taxes take out of the 
people’s incomes is tremendous. The fed­ 
eral tax alone takes more than $30,000,000,- 
000 a year, and more than half the states 
now have similar levies. Unless i n c o m e 
taxes are repealed or drastically curtailed, 
the American of the future will work for 
the government whether he is on the gov­ 
ernment payroll or not.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


It seem s to be surprising to some that I 
Nikita Khrushchev has emerged as the | 
N umber One man in Soviet Russia and for 
that m a tte r in the Soviet Universal State. It 
could not have been otherwise and I wrote 
; that it would be so the day Malenkov was 
reduced. The reason that it could not have 
been otherwise is that the Soviet world is 
governed by the Marxist C h u r c h and 
Khrushchev is the head of that Church. 
Some well-meaning anti-Communists ob­ 
ject to the use of the te rm 'Marxist Church 
because they say it will confuse m any into i 
believing that there is something holy about i 
it and that it might give some credence to 
the diversions of such Christian theologians j 
as the Rev. Harry Ward or the Red Dean 
of Canterbury. 
But a fact is a fact and since Lenin’s 
day M arxism has formed itself into all the 
characteristics of a church with dogma and 
discipline, wih a well-defined priesthood, 
wih punishment for heretics. 
The only thing lacking is God and for 
Him they substitute what they call Science, 
They now boast m ore than 6,000,000 adher­ 
ents for this Church—orthodox adherents— 
and they control about 900,000,000 hum an 
beings who fear to utter a syllable lest they 
be punished for deviations from the true 
faith. 
Nikita Khrushchev is at the head of all 
this and what he says is to be regarded as 
final. Those who have their doubts h a d 
better keep them to themselves because 
while Khrushchev seem s to be less brutal 
than his predecessor Stalin, he seems to be 
equally rigid. 
For instance, he has now announced that 
nobody need worry about the United States I 
anym ore as this country Is on the brink of 
[being through. Therefore, it will not 
be 
necessary to achieve the total socialist 
world by w ar because it will come about by 
the collapse of the United States. 
! 
This is really only doctrine and was often 
[discussed in Marxist circles, starting with 
the phrase that capitalism contains t h e 
seeds for its own destruction and then go- 
ing into the broad subject of the contra­ 
dictions of capitalism and finally reaching 
the conclusion sometime around 1948 that 
the imminence of depression in the United 
States would lead lo war. Now Khrushchev 
says, it can all happen without w ar a n d 
I that,the United States had better decide to : 
live on good term s with Soviet Russia or 
Soviet Russia would use economic means 
to bring about our collapse. 
What is startling to me is that anyone 
finds anything new in this argument. It has, : 
with variations, been continuous since 1917, I 
except that in the early days it was set 
forth as theory, now it is described as in­ 
evitable historic fact. 
So, what does Khrushchev expect us to 
do about it? Does he expect us to lie down 
and die? As one looks at the figures, the 
j United States is nowhere near an economic 
collapse. We have, in fact, balanced our 
budget and might even someday get a tax 
cut. It is true hat we are still spending 
too much on various forms of foreign aid 
but we still appear to have the money to 
do it, although some of it seems profligate. 
We can afford to build a rm s and let our : 
people have butter, too. In fact, we pro­ 
d u c e so much of both that we do not know 
what to do with the butter.

Colo, up—Any young man who 
thinks admission to the new U.S. 
Air Force Academy is an easy 
step toward a soft life 
in

armed forces gets a quick disil­ 
lusionment. 
Only the hardy survive. 
Of the 306 cadets .^elected last 
summer from 
6,300 applicants 
to join the first class of the na­ 
tion’s third service academy, 41 
have already been washed out 
The reason most of them left: 
the going was simply too rugged, 
tile discipline too spartan. 
The survival rate actually so 
far has exceeded 
the expecta­ 
tions of academy officials, who 
deliberately 
have 
planned 
a 
four-year course of study tough 
enough to strain 
the 
stoutest, 
They aren't interested in creat­ 
ing a corps of swivel chair war­ 
riors. Each cadet signs a state­ 
ment that upon graduation as a 
navigator observer he will go on 
and become a pilot. 
As Ll. Gen. Hubert R 
Har­ 
mon, 
academy 
superintendent, 
points out 
"Today a single officer rn the 
U. S. Air Force may be called 
upon to carry 
out 
a 
mission 
which, during 
World 
War 
JI, 
would have required the crews of 
a thousand planes. That officer 
must have the courage, the char­ 
acter and the patriotism to press 
home his mission 
against 
any 
and all odds. He may have to 


do tiiis alone in the skies with 
no other American within thous­ 
ands of miles to observe hrs con­ 
duct.” 
What kind of a boy aspires to 
become this type officer? 
The average cadet here is 19 
years old, serious-minded, a good 
student, and comes from middle 
class parents. Cooperatively few 
spring from families with a pro­ 
fessional 
military' 
background. 
He may not be of varsity ath­ 
lete caliber, but he will be in 
top physical condition and he has 
20-20 vision. 
Typical are Mike Lipscomb of 
Tucson, Ariz., and Richard Lee 
of Kalamazoo, Mich, Both 
are 
i9. Mike's dad is in real estate. 
Dick’s dad is a truck salesman. 
They each get $111.15 a month 
out of which they can keep only 
$8 for spending money 
Almost every minute of their 
day is rigidly controlled, from 
the time they 
rise 
at 
5:so 
a. rn., and make tln ir beds un­ 
til ‘‘lights out” at 9:30 p. m. 
They march to and from class­ 
es, and practically everywhere 
else. They spend at least 20 hours 
a week in class, more than that 
preparing their lessons. Among 
the arts they are 
expected 
to 
learn: How to deal a deadly ludo 
blow effectively, how t<» danee 
gracefully. 
At dinner table they practice 
Air force lingo, and each cadet 
in turn acts as table pilot, navi­ 
gator, or crew chief. When th#

The cadets have an honor code 
which is unbelievably strict and 
io which they are fanatically loy­ 
al, as they enforce it themselves.

One cadet who stepped across 
the hall to borrow some tobacco 
quibbed when ask<-d by an offi­ 
cer if he had permission to leave 
his room. After the 12 man cadet

He did 
The cadets can date twice a 
week, but during the first year 
are restricted to tile base, ex­ 
cept (hiring parental visits. They 
are expected lo abstain from liq­ 
uor completely until graduation. 
Do the cadets like the life? 
‘‘Yes, it definitely 
brings 
a 
closer comradeship,” said Lips­ 
comb, “ You re not only closer to 
one man, you're closer lo all.”
